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Report  of  the  Register  of  State  Lands* 


Office  of  Register  State   Lands, 
Helena,  Mont.,  Dec.  i,  1912. 
Hon.  Edwin  L.  Norris, 

Governor  of  Montana, 

Sir — As  required  by  Section  4,  Chapter  147,  1909,  Laws,  I 
submit  tables  herewith  showing  receipts  of  this  office,  acreage 
sold,  under  lease,  selected,  free  rights  of  way  granted,  amount 
of  land  in  each  county  and  grant,  and  investments  of  funds, 
covering  the  fiscal  year  1912.  A  copy  of  the  191 1  report  is 
also  furnished  for  publication. 

Cash  Receipts  totaling  over  two  million  dollars  during  1911-12 
far  exceeds  any  two  prior  years,  while  the  1912  receipts, 
$1,306,892,  are  nearly  a  half  million  dollars  more  than  1907, 
the  highest  previous  record,  when  30  per  cent  cash  payments 
instead  of  only  15  per  cent,  as  now,  was  required  on  sales. 
(Tables  oA-oB.) 

Land  Sales  aggregating  267,108.77  acres,  selling  for  $4,119- 
257,  were  held  in  25  counties  during  1911-12.  (Tables 
2A-2B.)  (Foot  note.)  The  1912  sales  exceed  those  of  the 
best  previous  year,  1910,  by  over  69,000  acres  and  $656,697. 
Among  counties  Fergus  again  heads  the  list  with  $927,553,  at 
an  average  price  of  $19.41  per  acre.  Taking  the  entire  State 
1911-12  sales,  the  average  price  per  acre  was  $15.34,  which  is 
$3.86  per  acre  less  than  the  igio  average.  The.  Irttle  timber 
included  with  some  tracts  was  not  enough  to  change  the  aver- 
age land  value  above. 

Without  cost  to  the  state,  by  co-operation  with  the  Northern 
Pacific,  Great  Northern,  and  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  Puget 
Sound  Railways,  there  was  in  1912  advance  publicity  of  each 
sale  in  nearly  all  the  eastern  States,  and  many  inquiries  came 
to  this  office  from  that  territory.  Just  how  many  bidders  from 
other  States  attended  sales  as  a  result  of  this  advertising,  is 
unknown,  but  in   Fergus,  Chouteau,   Cascade,   Musselshell   and 

Sales  in  Beaverhead,  Nov.  27,  and  Madison,  Nov.  29,  could  not  be 
included  in  1912  fiscal  year,  because  held  too  late;  these  will  be  accounted 
for   in    1913  fiscal   year. 
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Meagiher  Counties,  they  were  notable,  'and  of  the  sales  con- 
tracts for  1912  about  ten 'per  cent  bear  addresses  outside  Mon- 
tana. 

It  is  significant  that  ninety  per  cent  ($3,000,000)  of  the  1912 
sales  were  made  to  our  own  citizens,  and  over  one-fourth  of 
the  sales  contracts  were  issued  to  those  who  were  lessees  of 
the  land  sold. 

The  acres  sold  in  1912  exceeds  the  total  sales  for  seventeen 
years  from  1892  to  1908  inclusive. 

From  December,  1891,  when  Purchase  Certificate  No.  i  was 
issued,  to  April  i,  1909,  when  the  writer  became  Register,  the 
office  issued  950  certificates  of  purchase. 

•From  April  i,  1909,  to  November  30,  1912,  less  than  four 
years,  2,750  certificates  were  issued ;  or  in  the  past  four  years, 
there  were  three  times  as  many  contracts  as  in  the  previous 
seventeen  years.  The  total  acres  sold  up  to  November  30, 
1908,  over  ^seventeen  years,  were  204,912,  as  against  414,455  acres 
the  past  four  years.  (This  includes  Beaverhead  and  Madison 
Counties  sales,  held  November  27-29,  as  contracts  bear  such 
date.) 

As  the  contracts  covering  these  400,000  acres,  run  for  twenty 
years,  they  cause  much  increased  office  work,  and  also  very 
much  larger  yearly  receipts  for  all  the  maintenance  and  per- 
manent tunds.  Those  inclined  to  question  the  policy  of,  selling 
State  lands,  and  who  advocate  holding  for  increased  price, 
should  consider  the  following.  The  present  law  safeguards  the 
price  obtained  by  a  minimum  price  of  $10.00  per  acre,  and 
requires  appraisal  before  sale  at  public  auction.  The  Board 
fixes  sale  dates  at  a  time  it  thinks  conditions  most  favorable  for 
competitive  bidding,  and  finally  the  Board  can  refuse  to  ap- 
prove a  sale. 

The  land  (no  timber)  sold  in  I909-;[o,  if  kept  under  lease, 
would  produce  at  the  then  average  rate  (10  1-5  cents  per  acre) 
$15,029  rental  per  year.  It  sold,  mostly  under  twenty  year 
contract,  for  $2,813,569,  which  yields  at  5  per  cent  $140,678 
interest  per  year.  The  land  sold  in  1911-12,  if  kept  und.^r  lease, 
would  at  the  now  average  rate,  11  1-3  cents  per  acre,  pay 
$20,382  rental  per  year.  It  sold  (mostly  contracts)  for  $4,119,- 
257,  which  3delds  at  5  per  cent  $205,962  interest  per  year. 

These  interest  earnings  will  continue  indefinitely  because  the 
deferred  payments  of  pirincipal,  which  draw  5  per  cent  in  the 
sales  contracts,  are  when  paid  put  in  the  permanent  funds  and 
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kept  invested.  Each  year,  hereafter,  the  income  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  from  sales  the  past  four  years,  will  be  greater 
'by  $305,229  than  it  would  be  if  these  lands  were  held  and 
leased. 

Timber — The  decrease  in  sales  of  timber  and  timber  lands 
the  past  four  years  is  as  notable  as  the  increased  sale  of  other 
lands;  the  present  law,  enacted  March  19,  1909,  is  in  truth  a 
conservation  act. 

No  timber  land  has  been  'sold,  and  only  a  few  smlall  tracts 
classed  ao^ricultural,  on  which  was  some  timber,  has  beendis- 
posed  of.  Compare  this  with  1907-8,  when  the  cash  receipts 
for  land  sold  in  Flathead  county,  which  really  represented 
timber  value,  was  $893,871. 

Timber  Sale  Receipts  for  1911-12  were  $30,238,  over  two- 
thirds  of  which  came  from  contracts  made  before  the  1909  law, 
and  nearly  all  the  balance  from  fire  killed  timber  and  tres- 
passes. 

The  law  makes  elaborate  provision  for  sale  of  timber,  ye^ 
but  two  contracts  for  co:m;mercial  live  timber  have  been  made 
since  March  19,  1909,  one  of  wdiich  yielded  $1,000.  and  the  other 
will   pay  about  $600. 

Fires.  There  has  been  during  1911-12  no  timber  loiss  by 
fire,  and  the  total  cost  for  organized  fire  protection  was  only 
$2,131.  A  Forestry  Board  was  created  by  the  1909  law,  of 
which  the  Register  is  Chairman,  and  one  of  the  several  duties 
imposed  is  "to  manage  the  forests  of  the  State  on  forestry 
principles."  A  well  settled  principle  is  that  timber  upon  ma- 
turity at  once  begins  to  deteriorate  and  should  then  be  sold , 
under  the  present  law  this  is  impossible,  and  it  ought  to  be 
amended,  so  that  when  the  State,  by  exchange  now  arranged 
for,  acquires  a  compact  forest  area,  the  Board  can  perform  this 
important   duty. 

Exchange  of  Timber  Lands — ^The  most  important  contract 
made  by  the  Board  is  that  with  the  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture for  exchange  of  unsurveyed  school  sections  within  the 
National  Forests  of  Montana  for  other  lands  of  equivalent  acre- 
age and  value,  which  may  be  selected  in  large  tracts,  and  sub- 
sequently, by  executive  order,  eliminated  from  within  National 
Forest  boundaries,  and  become  subject  to  the  exclusive  juris- 
diction and  control  of  the  State. 

The  acreage  available  for  this  transfer  is  826,749,  which  will 
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involve  much  work  and  expense  that  is  to  be  borne  half  each 
by  Montana  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

While  this  contract,  for  legal  reasons,  is  limited  to  unsur- 
veyed  sections,  there  is  a  bill  by  Senator  Borah  pending  in 
Congress  that  provides  for  exchange  of  surveyed  and  unsur- 
veyed  lands  within  National  Forests,  so  it  is  probable  that  soon 
another  contract  will  be  obtainable  covering  a  similar  transfer 
of  surveyed  school  sections,  and  thus  the  State  will  be  able 
to  get  in  place  of  widely  scattered  single  sections  of  timber 
land,  €0.mpact  tracts  of  like  values. 

Ui.  S.  Forester  H.  S.  Graves,  and  District  Forester  F.  A. 
Silcox,  have  co-operated  heartily  with  the  State  Board  in  this 
matter. 

Leases — Surveyed  land  now  under  lease  totals  2,468,896  acres, 
bringing  annual  rental  of  $279,563,  which  exceeds  1910,  the  best 
previous  year,  by  19,763  acres  and  $29,872. 

The  average  rental  per  acre  per  year  is  now  11  1-3  cents,  as 
against  10  1-5  cents  for  1907-10  inclusive.  Not  included  in 
above  are  permits  on  unsurveyed  sections  16  and  36,  which 
November  30,  1912,  totals  170,960  acres,  bringing  rental  of 
$11,254  per  year. 

Coal  Leases  paid  $2,566.85  royalty  for  1911-12;  as  a  class 
they  are  unsatisfactory  business,  and  make  much  work  for  the 
land  and  legal  departments  in  proportion  to  revenue. 

The  law,  Section  70,  requires  a  minimum  royalty  of  ten  cents 
per  ton  on  the  merchantable  coal  mined.  An  elaborate  agree- 
ment for  the  determination  of  what  is  ^'merchantable"  coal  has 
to  be  incorporated  in  leases ;  the  labor  of  employing  the  method 
agreed  on  is  considerable,  and  there  is  a  great  temptation  for 
dishonesty  by  lessees.  This  should  be  avoided  by  changing 
from  "merchantable"  to  "mine  run"  as  is  the  law  in  Colorado. 

Grazing  and  Agricultural  Leases.  Heretofore  public  attention 
has  not  been  specially  directed  to  the  low  rental  and  fair  terms 
of  Montana  State  land  leases,  and  the  splendid  opportunities 
they  afford  those  of  limited  means. to  coin  energy  and  farming 
ability  into  dollars. 

Approximately  4,000,000  acres  are  open  to  lease ;  a  large 
part  of  which  is  tillable,  and  near  railroad. 

Lease  rentals  for  grazing  vary  from  $40.00  to  $100  per  sec- 
tion per  year ;  for  crop  raising  from  20  cents  to  40  cents  per 
acre  per  year  is  the  usual  range  of  rates. 

This  is  less  than   5  per  cent  on  a  $10.00  per  acre  valuation, 
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there   are    no    taxes   and    the    law   proitects    the    lessee    for    the 
value  of  all  improvements  he  puts  on  the  land. 

What  is  the  worth  in  dollars  of  these  land  opportunities 
awaiting:  farmers   in   Montana? 

Compared  with  a  group  of  six  good  eastern  States,  what 
difference  is  there  in  favor  of  Montana?  Let  the  facts  as 
shown  by  United  States   Government  reports  answer. 

Take  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,* Iowa,  Michigan  and  Wisconsin 
as  an  eastern  group  for  comparison.  Each  farm  is  a  food  fac- 
tory owned,  or  rented,  by  the  farmer.  The  farmer  owning 
land  has  an  investment  on  which  must  be  reckoned  interest, 
plus  taxes,  as  a  fixed  yearly  charge ;  if  he  is  a  lessee,  the  rental 
will  not  be  less  than  interest  and  taxes.  Now  the  average 
value  in  1910  of  an  acre  of  farm  land  (excluding  improvements) 
m  the  above  six  States  was  $61.50,  Interest  on  this  at  6  per 
cent  is  $3.69,  taxes  estimated,  16  cents,  and  the  total  yearly 
fixed  charge  is  $3.85  per  acre.  Compare  this  with  the  rental 
of  Montana  State  land.  To  be  eminently  fair,  put  two  acres 
non-irrigated  land  in  Montana  against  one  acre  in  the  eastern 
states,  not  because  the  Montana  land  is  less  fertile,  but  because 
the  rainfall  is  not  as  much  and  the  approved  practice  of  tilling 
our  non-irrigated  land  is  to  cultivate  a  crop  every  other  year, 
so  as  to  store  one  years  rainfall  for  benefit  of  the  next  crop. 
On  this  basis  the  average  rental  cost,  no  taxes,  for  two  acres 
in  Montana  is  65  cents,  as  against  the  interest  and  tax  cost 
of  $3.85  for  one  average  acre  in  the  six  eastern  states,  or  in 
other  words  the  two  Montana  acres  cost  one-sixth  as  rhuch  as 
ttiie  one  eastern  acre. 

What  is  the  yearly  output  of  these  acre  food  factories  in 
dollars?  The  average  acre  yield  in  the  six  eastern  states  in 
1910,  and  on  an  average  for  ten  years  ending  with  1910,  of 
corn  or  wheat,  was  under  $16,00,  and  still  less  of  oats  and  hay. 
The  average  non-irrigated  Montana  acre  yields  $16,00  in  v/heat, 
or  other  crops,  each  alternate  year,  which  is  equal  to  $16.00 
per  year  for  every  two  acres.  The  difference  then  in  favor 
of  the  rented  Montana  non-irrigated  two  acres  as  against  one 
eastern  acre  is  this — the  Montana  acres  produce  more  dollars 
at  one-sixth  the  cost  for  interest  and  taxes,  or  on  a  basis  of 
320  Montana  acres  as  against  160  eastern  acres,  the  Montana 
yearly  rental  would  be  $104.00  while  the  fixed  charge  for  in- 
terest and  taxes  on  the  eastern  farm  would  be  $616,00. 

Investments — Investments  of  permanent  funds  by  the   State 
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Board  of  Land  Commissioners  during  1911-12,  aggregated  $694,- 
785.50  in  bonds,  and  $271,000  in  4  per  cent  warrants.  (For 
details  see  Table  No.  8.) 

The  investments  of  these  various  funds  November  30,  1912, 
totals  $4,028,746.  There  is  now  (November  30,  1912)  over 
$66,000,  cash  in  these  funds ;  which  came  largely  fro^m  land 
sales  the  past  three  months,  and  in  part  is  due  to  competitors 
bidding  for  bonds  at  lower  interest  rates  than  the  State  offered. 

The  Board  is  restricted  by  Section  87,  Chapter  147,  Laws 
of  1909,  to  investments  in  bonds  of  the  United  States,  or  Mon- 
tana, or  the  several  counties,  cities  or  school  districts  in  the 
State,  and  general  fund  warrants  of  the  state.  These  warrants 
yield  only  4  per  cent,  and  are  obtainable  in  varying  sums  only 
during   last   half   of   fiscal   year. 

School  district  bonds,  mostly  small  issues,  are  had  at  6  per 
cent,  but  such  have  totaled  only  $191,375,  for  1911  and  1912; 
t'he  balance  of  bond  investment,  $503,500,  have  been,  viz., 
$82,050  at  5^  per  cent,  $28,000  at  5^  per  cent,  and  $393,000 
at  5  per  cent.  Besides  $271,000  has  been  invested  in  general 
fund  warrants  at  4  per  cent. 

The  1909  legislature  provided  for  investment  in  first  mort- 
gages on  farm  land  in  the  State,  at  6  per  cent  interest,  under 
safe  conditions ;  (See  Pages  104-5-6  of  1909  Laws.)  Judging 
from  some  platforms  and  speeches  in  the  recent  campaign, 
many  citizens  are  ignorant  about  this  law.  Since  its  enact- 
ment less  than  a  dozen  inquiries  have  been  received,  and  no 
loans  rhade.  Evidently  this  law  does  not  attract  farm  borrow^- 
ers,  perhaps  because  they  must  pay  the  cost  of  an  examination 
and   can  borrow  only  one-third   value   of  property. 

The  6  per  cent  interest  rate  is  higher  than  average  bond  rate, 
but  it  should  be,  because  to  properly  pass  on  an  application  for 
a  farm!  moirtgage,  involvs  more  labor,  and  each  loan  made 
would  require  much  more  attention  than  a  bond  loan. 

There  is  a  'class  of  bonds  that  are  safe  and  bearing  6  per 
cent,  which,  because  not  specified  in  the  1909  laws  are  ex- 
cluded from  State  Board  investments.  An  amendment  author- 
izing the  Board  to  bid  for  such  bonds  in  amount  they  deemed 
advisable  should  be  enacted.  I  refer  to  bonds  on  Carey  irriga- 
tion projects  in  Montana. 

These  projects,  from  start  to  finish,  are  now  under  absolute 
control   of   the    State    Board    of    Land    Commissioners    and    tho 
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State   Engineer,   so   the   State,   through   its   own   officials,   is   in 
position  to  fully  safeguard  any  investments  in   these  bonds. 

Fourfold  advantage  would  accrue  to  the  State  from  such 
investments:  (i)  A  safe  6  per  cent  investment  for  State  funds; 
(2)  the  State's  recognition  of  these  bonds  would  establish  their 
hi^h  standing  elsewhere,  thus  attracting  outside  capital  at  6  per 
cent  rates ;  (3)  the  lands  irrigated  and  settlers  obtained  by  the 
consummation  of  these  projects,  adds  largely  to  our  taxable 
property;  and  (4)  also  enhances  the  value  of  adjacent  non- 
irrigable  lands,  which  generally  includes  some  sections  be- 
longing to  the  School  and  other  grants. 

-There  are  meri'torious  Carey  Projects  ready  for  co^nstruction. 
By  a  recognition,  as  recoimmended  above,  of  the  bonds  for 
financing  these  projects,  the  State  can  safely  and  very  profiit- 
ably  help  its  own  development. 

It  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  State  Board  to  buy  all 
the  bonds  issued  against  a  Carey  Project.  If  the  State  bought 
only  a  small  part  the  balance  would  then  be  readily  sold  to 
eastern   investors,   and  thus   Montana   obtain   full   benefit. 

Funds  are  now,  and  will  continue  to  be  available  for  invest- 
ment as  per  statement  following:

The  above  will  be  considerably  added  to  by  redemption  of 
bonds  before  maturity,  as  permitted  by  law,  and  payments  of 
matured   bonds. 
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If  the  State  should  buy  all  the  insane  asylum  bonds,  4  per 
cent,  it  would  take  $533,000. 

Leaving  still  available  for  1913  and  1914  for  investments, 
$1,628,000.

The  interest  on  deferred  p;ayments  goes  into  maintenance 
funds,  and  is  available  for  current  expenses. 

Reappraisals — State  Land  Agent,  C.  A.  Whipple,  and  deputies, 
during  191 1  reappraised  1,149,920  acres  at  a  cost,  for  salaries 
and  field  expenses,  of  less  than  o^ne  and  three-fourths  cents 
per  acre  ($0.0173).  During  1912  they  made  first  appraisals 
of  widely  scattered  tracts,  covering  selections  and  school  sec- 
tions in  new  surveys,  aggregating  300,000  acres,  at  a  cost  of 
slightly  over  two  cents  per  acre.  They  also  reappraised  part 
of  Beaverhead  and  Madison  Counties,  some  of  which  tracts 
were  sold  in  November,  and  the  price  realized  was  increased 
$47,000  as  a  result  of  the   reappraisal. 

Trespass — Colle^ctions  for  1911-12  were  $3,050,  mostly  for 
timber. 

Expenses — Total  land  department  expenses  for  1911-12  were 
$86,390.     In  this  is  over  $32,000  for  first  and  reappraisals. 

Fees   collected  past  two  years   were  $12,948.15. 

Delinquent  Leases  and  Purchase  Contracts— These  in  propor- 
tion to  the  volume  of  business  are  very  small. 

Of  6,000  grazing  leases  in  force,  all  payable  in  advance,  only 
a  dozen  are  60  days  or  more  past  due,  totaling  $400.  A  coal 
lease,  $800,  and  two  gold  dredging  leases,  $400,  are  delinquent 
and  in  the  legal  department  for  collection. 

Because  the  Governm,ent  survey  of  Townships  19  and  20 
North,  Range  6  East,  has  been  found,  since  making  contracts 
for  state  lands  sold  therein,  to  be  grossly  inaccurate,  payments 
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on  eight  contracts  in  sum  of  $2,553  ^1**^  held  up,  pending  com- 
pletion of  the  resurve}^,  now  being  made  by  the  State.  Exten- 
sions have  been   granted   on   28  contracts,   owing  $3,173. 

Forfeitures  have  been  declared  on  17  contracts,  the  past  due 
payments  on  which  were  $7,014. 

Indemnity  selections  of  89,919.39  acres  were  made  in  1911-12, 
(Table  7-) 

Title  Abstracts — An  abstract  of  title  book  for  indemnity 
school  selections  has  been  made,  and  14  lists  compiled  (1899 
to  1912),  covering  approximately  300,000  acres  of  selected  lands 
for  which   the   State   had   not  received   patents. 

As  a  result  of  your  personal  efforts  last  July,  with  the 
General  Land  Office,  there  has  been  received  patents  for  part 
of  these  older  lists,  and  reports  showing  status  of  balance. 

The  department  assigns  as  a  cause  for  its  slow  action  on 
these  selections  the  great  amount  of  field  work,  and  lack  of 
funds   for   sufficient  help. 

The  Flathead  Indemnity  Reservations,  despite  repeated 
urgent  letters   during  two  years  past,  are  not  yet  approved. 

These  also  await  action  by  the  field  force  and  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey.  This  prolonged  delay  has  deprived  the 
State  of  much  revenue,  and  caused  great  disappointment  to 
many  who  applied  to  lease  and  buy. 

Pending  final  action  the  department  ought  to  permit  the 
State  to  lease  these  lands  as  is  done  with  all  other  selections. 

During  1911-12  there  has  been  added  to  the  State's  lands 
by  new  surveys  202,170  acres,  and  by  indemnity  selections 
89,919.39  acres.     (Table  7.) 

The  State  now  has  title  to  3,883,574  acres.  This  is  exclusive 
of  lands  sold,  for  which  contracts  have  been   issued.
